Had it in my Thoughts to have 
writ to your Lordfhip fome time 
ago upon account of your Intro^ 
duliion to the Third Volume of 
the Hiflory of , the Ke form a.t ion ^ 
but having at fir(l defigned to produce 
Ibme Original Papers iifnefence of what 
I fhould urge againft fome Particulars 
contained therein, and finding that I 
fhould exceed the limits of my former 
Letters, I deferred that defign to a fu-?. 
ture opportunity. At the fame time, 
I thought that your Lordfhip would in* 
terpret it as a piece of difrefpeft, if I 
fiid not take notice that you had appear- 
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pd in Public again ; and your Bookfellcr 
Having intimated, that a Letter froni 
me would be of a particular Advantage 
to the Sale of yoyr Books, I could not 
help addrelfing to your Lordfliip on this 
Occafion. Befide, wj Lord^ it was in- 
duftriouily reported th^t I was Dead, 
upon that fuppoiition I knew that you 
would certainly be fevei'e upon me, and 
Anfwer me (^as yourLordfhip has a 
v^y good Talent that way ) after my 
Deccafe, in the fame manner as you 
have done many pther Perfons. This 
Report went fo far, my Lord^ that 1 
had an Advertifement put into my hands 
the other day in the following Words :

*^ ions that thu Age has beheld /e^ry^?^^ 
^^ Teojrs^ whilej^(?a«iare wjiolly intent upoa 
^^ xho^i^Monumnis ofAntiquky which you 
f ^ intend to -Pubdiih. This you tell Me- 
Churchill (for we all copfefe our Secrets: 
to our Bookfellers ) fo ferfeBly agrees 
with your frffenP Thought s^ that you cannot 
€Xprefs them better^ nor more truly y than 
ihofi Words do. I do agree with your 
Lordfliip too, that we have had fad 
Vie\ys of evil Tidies, and evil Perfons 
too for many years ; but I defire your 
Lordfliip to inform us whither you foeak. 
as a Divine, or an Hiftorian ? If the 
latter, as is moll probable, you include 
abundance of your own Friends under 
that Reflexion, whofe Charafters 
indeed iii the laft, and this Reign, 
will bear all the Blacknefs that an Ene- 
my's Pen can lay on them,and a Friend's 
can never wipe off, or excufe.

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Yo\j had better, my Lord^ confefs tjiis 
miftake ' than perfift in it; we know 
what Term of Years you confine your 
to^ per amos tOj orelfe we muft think, 
what would be too great an Injury to 
fuch Parts, That you had no meaning 
at all. If you really mean the prefent 
Times, as it is more than likeU^ you 
do ; What is there in them fo oflfenfive 
to your Lordfliip's View, to make you 
retire into Antiquity, and l^ury your felf 
in Hifiories of ReformAtioh^ rather than 
look abroad, and partake in the Satis- 
laSion and Quiet of your Fellow Sub- 
jeds?

Cotton^ as being no Friend to the Prerd^ 
gative of the Crown^ nor to the CQnJlitu^ 
tion oj our Church. How, my Lord^ 
was this Difcovery made fo very early. 
And was it a Great Prelate that made it ? 
One whofe. Advancement to fo high 
a Station in the Church, muft incline 
•People to think he was tender of its 
.'Rites and Principles ; one who could 
not eafily be induced to make fu.eh 
.Imputations but upon good Grounds, 
we may fairly fuppofe. It was an ek- 
qiiifite Penetration in. the Komanj who 
•pronounced^ that there Were liiany 
Mariuis in young dtfar^ before his Age 
was capable of any endeavours to fub- 
vert the Conftitution of his Country, 
/when, as yet, he was neither Fr^f(?r 
nor Conful. It is now near Forty Years 
ago, that your Lordlhip was fufpeded, 
by your own Confeffion, to be no Friend 
.(it feems) to any part of our Coilftitu- 
.tion, Civil or Eccfciiaftical ; and' I think 
you were not, at that tinie, in any 
Noted Station in either of them. I will 
not draw any Confequence from this 
-Relation concerning your felf ; but t 
think, if I was to have writ niy owa 
rHJflory (as it is the Fafliion to do now

a Days; I fhould have fuppftefcd thai 
Paffage, I wifh, however, ti^^ faow 
Ingenuity that made you fo impartial tc 
the Living, had extended to the Memorj 
of the Dead, and that your Lordfhij 
liad not difturbed, with a peculiar Sharp- 
nefs of SnUy the Afhes o>f the Toung^ 
the Liarnedj and the Pious Mr. Wharton. 
This is a fort of Triumph, which 
your Lordfhip feems to delight in, a 
oafeone indeed we muft own it is ; but 
ivhether Honourable or not, in a Moral 
or Divine Senfe, let any one but the 
jflLggrefTor determine.

and * pl^in Blunders of the . Hiflorian« 
The(bK:he Author not being able to Re- 
fute,- writes a Letter to: the prefent 
Bifhop of Woraejierj and charges Mr. 
11{^arion, to bring forth all that he pre* 
fended to have referved^ at that time, for 
till that tpas done^ he would not enter upon 
the Examination of That Specimen. I 
would fain know, if this can be reckoned - 
an Anfwer to Mrw Wharton^ or any way, 
diminifh the Truth of the Remarks con-, 
tained in his Book, or rather, that it 
is not a mark of Self-con vidion in the 
Hiftorian, that he could not reply to 
the purpofe, and therefore very wifely, 
deferred it, till his Antagonift was Dead^ 
If indeed this had been a Speculative 
CoEitroverfy, that depended upon a

But, my Lor d^ as to the point it felf' 
which you infift upon, the Refcrvey« 
which you Affirm Mr. Wharton faid he 
had, 1 cannot find that he, in his 
Book (which I fhall QoLQV^your Lordfliip 
that I have read over) feems to inti* 
itiate that he had any regular CoUeftions 
of this Nature ; he only modeftly fays, 
that he does not frereni to hive dijio^ 
vered all the Errors and Defeits of it^ Jtnd 
fhat he had confidered only that fart tfihich 
ii furelj Ecclefafiical^ and not all that \ and 
it was to he feared^ there rvere equal Mi- 
fiakes in the Civil Hijlany f. After fuch 
aru Ingenuous Confeffion, Who can think 
it Decent or Generous, to urge a Man^ 
whom you own to have lain Sick at that 
Timey to farther Difcoveries, before you 
had Confuted any one that he had o& 
fered to the Publicfc ? Yet you are not 
contented to blemifh the Charader dS 
Mr. Wharton in generd^ but are pleafcd 
to call his Remarks^ {omcTrifling and M/- 
nute Differences J about fome Dates of Tranf- 
aifions of no Importance. Had they been 
of no Importance, you would certainly 

never 
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never have taken Notice of them in 
yourHiftory ; and if they were^ your 
Lordfhip ought to have acknowledged 
jhe Correftion. I have now before me 
Mr. Wharton*^ Book, which is lb far 
from being made up of Trifles, that 
aiiy Impartial Judge, upon an Examina- 
tion, I believe, will efteem it, the 
itibft proper Book, to be read with your 
Jjordfliip's Hiftory, or the Reader mufl 
inevitably fell iato a multitude of mate- 
rial Errors.

Times J beyond any Man of the Age. 

Now this very Learned Perfon informs 
us, that neither were the Superiour 
Clergy fo very Rich^ nor the Inferiour fo 
Poor^ as your Lordfhip would make us 
believe they were in thofe Days- The 
Mmks were certainly the Richeft Orders, 
and upon his Computation they poffeflTed 
not a Tenth fart of the Wealth of the 
Nation ; and long before the Reforma- 
tion, theyLeefed out their Lands to Lay* 
men for eafie Fines, and fmall Rents, as 
Bifhops, Deans and Chapters do at 
prefent. Such eafie Terms to great Num- 
bers of Perfons who enjoyed them, could 
not but be to the Jntereil ot the Na- 
tion* Befide, they contributed to the 
^ublick ChaVges of the Nation equally 
with the other Clergy, wliofe Propor- 
tion always exceeded that of the Laity. 
As for the Impropriated Livings, which 

G have 
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bdve now no fettled Etldowmentis^ arid 
are either perpetual, or fbiitetiiiies arbi- 
trary Curacies, they are fuch as belonged 
formerly to thofe Orders, who could 
lerve the Cure of them in their owii Per- 
fons, which afterwards devolved into 
tfie hands of Laymen, who hired poor 
Curates at the cheapefl: rate they could 
to ferve them, and ftill do the fame ; fo 
that the Cafe of theft is much upon the 
fame foot as before. The Vicarages are 
in much worft Condition fince the Refor- 
mation than they were before it ; their 
Fees for Services being then Great, fince 
very Inconfiderable. Before the Reforma- 
tion, Bifbops could, and often did increafe 
their allowance of the Tithes df the Be- 
nefices in what proportion they pleated^ 
even beyond the firft dotation of it. 
There are fufficient Teftimonies of This 
in our ancient Records and Regiflers. 

And now, my Lord, it will not b6 
amifs to refleft what a confidcrable part 
of our prefentP/ir^irA/W Clergy, thePer- 
fons of the two laft Claffes make, and com- 
pare their Poverty with the State of Af- 
fairs before the Reformation, and you 
will find, I believe, that all the Remedies 
hitherto applied, have not raifed them to 
the Proportion of their former Revenues. 
I might add, that the X^^i/ry, andVdmty
